Chinese miners, who receive only five 
cents .per day, have organized labor 
unions in some places, to better their 
conditions, which, they assert, are such 
that they cannot -buy both rice and 
clothing with that meagre pay. The 
miners work ten hours a day under- 
ground and work seven days a week 
as_ is the custom in Chinese factories, 
the report says. 


According to the survey, boys of 


nine yearg of age are 
employed by 


thousands in various factories and In. 
forty pongee silk factories in Chefoo, 
25,000 boys and young men work thir- 


teen hours a day for wages averaging 
six cents each. Boys are working in 
such factories because their parents 
cannot afford the necessary three ce-nt.i 
per day to feed them, the report con- 
tinues. They receive only their food 
and clothing. 


Small girls are likewise employed in 


the factories in 
countless numbers, 


many of them working among ma- 
chines unprovided with most elemen- 
tary safety devices, and frightful ac- 
cidents are by no means rare, Dr. Eddy 
reports.

The United States has had a varied 


experience with tariffs as methods of 
raising revenue and affording protec- 
tion. The history of tariff legislation 
in this country, and the study of re- 
sults obtained from the various laws, 
converge upon 
the 
one 
point—the 


benefit 
which 
Americans 
receive 


from a protective tariff law when skill- 
wully drawn. 


The basic idea of a protective tariff 


is the stimulation of production, rather 
than the reduction 
of prices. 
The 


apostles of protection regard the Am- 
erican citizen as a producer, while the 
opponents of protection 
regard 
the 


average citizen primarily as a con- 
sumer. The protectionists hold that if 
the citizen is looked after as a pro- 
ducer by giving him employment 
at 


good wages, the question of consump- 
tion will solve itself by the operation 
of economic laws. First enable 
the 


citizen to producel then will then at- 
tend to himself as a consumer. The 
competition that thrives under a pro- 
tective tariff has a tendency to bring 
prices down to a proper level—a level 
that does not pretend 
to meet the 


cheap labor prices of foreign nations, 
but which "represents the vast energies 
of this nation, freely employed 
and 


beyond the control of monopoly. 


The tariff law enacted ."by the pres- 


ent Congress, during a Republican ad- 
ministration, has the merit of hasten- 
ing a return of permanent prosperity. 
Ever}' day witnesses a fresh develop- 
ment of the. benefits of the new tariff 
law. 
The factories that were closed 


up.to the time of the'enactment of the 
law are now busy and calling for more 
men. Unemployment is no longer a 
problem in the ..United States. 
The 


(real problem is one of labor scarcity. 
' In- the Middle West there is sharp 
competition for labor among factory 
and mill managers 
Cargo construc- 


tion works requiring thousands of un- 
skilled laborers are held back because 
of the shortage of men. Unskilled 
workers are taken into places which 
really call for skilled-labor, and wages 
remain high despite the gradual re- 
duction of the cost of living. 
This 


means that the workers are enabled to 
purchase what they-'need." It 
also 


means that their needs cost less, both 
in actual outlay and-In proportion to 
their pay. They have a margin which 
they can save it they wish to save. 


It is not in the province ot the aver- 


age man's daily duty to study 
the 


workings of the protective tariff law. 
He' is too busy with his own work, and 
the influences ot the law are so mani- 
fold that it is difficult to plplc them out 
and give them their 
proper weight.
